MILLS REFUSES TO HEAR PROTESTS. 


 qhe Biair Bi—How North Caroline 


Feels— Flooding Congressmen W ith 
‘Letters For Seeds. 


Wassinctox, March 17.—[{Special.|—Mr- 
Randall said today that his tariff bill had been 
completed, and that he would make it pub- 
lic tomorrow. It is his purpose to present 
it in the house in the usual manner, and have 
{t referred to the ways and means committee. 
To do this any day before Monday next will re- 
quire unanimous consent, but this is usually 
given for the introduction of bills for refer- 
ence, and he will probably introduce it tomor- 
row, as he had not today received it from the 

rinter. It was impossible to obtain a copy, 
put he gives the most of it as follows. He says: 

“It repeals all internal revggue taxes on to- 
bacco, which amounts to ,000,000; all 
licensens, except wholesale liquor and brewers, 
making a reduction of $5,000,000; all taxes on 
fruit distillations amounting to a reduction of 
$1,500,000. It reduces the whisky tax to fifty 
cents per gallon, amounting to $23,000,000 re- 
duction, and puts alcohol for use in the arts on 
the free list, makingan estimated reduction of 
$5,500,000. Thus the total reduction on inter- 
nal revenue taxes reaches $70,000,000. It then 
reduces the tariff $15,000,000, Sugar is not 
touclied, and the wool schedule is arranged in 
a manner that will prove satisfactory to the 
wool grower. In my opinion, the bill will 
prove satisfactory to a great numberof demo- 
crats.”’ 

Mr. Randall, however, did not say he 
thought he would be able to pass his bill. 
There is some talk tonight that a compromise 
may be effected between the Randall and 
Mills factions, and in this way succeed in 
passing some kind of a tariff reform measure. 

MILLS GETS EXCLUSIVE. 

“Premier” Mills has found, to his utter dis- 
gust, that he is not the true democratic leader, 
and that the democrats of the house will not 
allow themselves to be driven to adopt his free 
trade views. In fact, since his revenue bill 
has been made public, there has developed 
even more dissatisfaction among the demo- 
crats than was expressed against his tariff 
bill. Seeing this decided opposition, the ways 
and means committee decided this morning, 
against vigorous opposition, not to grant hear- 
ings on the bill, nnd only to ‘Yeceive written 
protests and memorials, which will probably 
go to the waste basket. In other words 
“Premier” Mills seems determined to try and 
force his billthrough without allowing those 
most futerested a hearing, s 

The combined tariff and revenue bill will 
probably be in the committee room until next 
week, when it willbe reported to the house 
without modification. 

In speaking of the revenue bill this morning 
Representative Henderson, of North Caro- 
lina, stated that great dissatisfaction was ex- 
pressed against it by the North Carolina peo- 
ple on account of the ways and means com it- 
tee not having inserted a clause to repeal the 
tax on fruit brandies. They exnected at least 
this, and are quite indignant at its omission. 

‘What effect will this have upon the demo- 
cratic vote of your state ?’’ he was asked. 

‘“‘Well, I think our state will go democratic 
any Way, as our people hate the republican 
party even more than the internal revenue 
laws. However, this will bea hard fought 
battle if the revenue laws are not considerably 
modified, but if the house passes a bill to re- 
peal the tax on tobacco and fruit brandies, 
which I believe they will do, the people will 
be reconciled for the present, and victory will 
be made easier.” 

I have asked each and every member of the 
Georgia delegation for his opinion on the reve- 
nue bill, but Mr. Candler is the only one who 
will express an opinion for the public. The 
opinion he has of the bill is that it is all right 
gs far as it goes, but it don’t go far enough. 

“The modification of the present system 
is a good move, and a great improve- 
ment over the present laws, but not as much 
as I would liketosee. 1 amin favor of the 
tote] repeal of the internal revenue laws.”’ 

While writing of the internal revenue laws 
it will not be amiss to state many letters have 
been recently received from Georgia 
by Senator Brown, Mr. Candler and 
other members of the delegation, which 
are to the effect that the majority of Geor- 
gians favor the total repeal of the interna 
revenue laws first, and a revision of the tariff 
afterwards, although the majority of their rep- 
resentatives in congress favor the revision of 
the tariff first and foremost. 

Letters are being sent to postmasters al] 
over the country asking them to forward lists 
of names to their senators and representatives 
in congress with a request for seeds and public 
documents. The lists are unusually long and 
coming in such wholesale fashion 
would, if honored, soon deplete the 
government document ‘rooms and _ the 
entire agricultural department. The requests, 
too, are all prefaced by the statement that Sec- 
retary Judson, of the democratic committee, 
Washington, D. C., had instructed the post- 
master to furnish the aforesaid lists. It is be- 
lieved that there is no such person as J udson, 
but that it isa scheme on the part of certain 
railroads to get a maximum compensation for 
carrving the mails, and in order to do this an 
effort is being made torun up the weights of 
the matter carried to the highest extent possi-

‘‘Y am informed,’’ said Mr. Plumb, “‘that 
when, afew days ago, the secretary of the in- 
terior came to consider the question of adver- 
tising for bids for the basement of that build- 
ing he was informed that the plans and speci- 
fications for the basement were not yet 
drawn.”’ 

In continuing to read the list of expendi- 
tures for the 5 he building Mr. Plumb men- 
tioned ‘‘a messenger at $600 a month.” 

Six hundred dollars a month for a messen- 
ger?’ queried Mr. Voorhees. 

‘*J said 360,” replied Plumb. 

“No, you said $600,’’ Mr. Voorhees insisted. 

‘Well, I wonder it was not.$600 a month,”’ 
said Phimb. 

“And I wonder that you did not call it 
$6,000,”"’> was Mr. Voorhees’s rejoinder. 

Mr. Plumb continued to read the list of ex- 
penditures and criticize them, and after some 
time notified Mr. Voorhees that he had now in 
his hands a paper containing the advertisement 
to which he had referred; and that advertise- 
ment said that the basement specifications 
could be seen tomorrow. 

Mr. Voorhees suggested that the advertise- 
ment did not say that the specifications were 
not prepared. 

Mr. Plumb—No, but still that is significant. 

Mr. Voorhees—Everything is signifieant to 
the senator from Kansas. 

Mr. Voorhees referred to the high character 
of the men composing the library commission 
—one democrat and two republicans—namely, 
the secretary of the interior, Mr. Spofford, the 
librarian, and Mr. Clarke, capitol architect, 
These three men might safely, he thought, be 
entrusted with expenditure of public money. 

At the close of the discussion, a vote was 
taken on Mr. Payne’s amendment and it was 
not agreed to—yeas 24, nays 24.

PRINTERS JUMP FROM A FIFTH STORY 


Burnitg of the Springfield, Mass., Evening 
Unioa Office—Employes Cut Off 
From <Any  Fascape.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., March 7.—The new 
Office of the Evening Union burned out about 
four o’elock this afternoon, and the blaze was 
attended with the most sickening horror ever 
witnessed in this city, six of the employes 
meeting a terrible death, most of them jump- 
ing from the fifth story and being crushed into 
a shapeles: mass below. Six others were badly 
injured. The fire was first discovered in the 
mailing room, and clouds ef smoke were pour- 
ing out of the lower story windows, and. be- 
fore fifty souls on the upper floor were aware 


Of their danger, the flames shot up an old ele- 


vator in the rear, cutting off escape by the 
Stairway, and most of the employes who es- 
caped fonndtheir way to the ground by the 
way of a roofin the rear. : 

Some were cut off in the composing room, 
and there isstill a terrible suspense, as several 
fell back into the flames. The employes who 
rushed into the editorial room were cut off 
from escape in the rear, and had to face the 
horrible alternative of burning to death or 
jumping to the sidewalk velow. 

The fire department responded promptly, 
and ladders were put to the fourth story, and 
the sight of rescue so near seemed to madden 
the suffering groups at two windows, who 
dropped in succession to the sidewalk below. 
Six fellin this way. Some of them were 
forced off, and seme madly leaping. The 
crowd groaned and turned their heads away as 
they whirled through the air. 

Four compositors suffered bad fractures of 
bones and serious burns. Two, named Dono- 
hue and Ensworth, are probably fatally hurt. 
It is thought that the fire started among lumber 
in a closet on the ground floor. The flames 
were drawn up the elevator well and spread 
through the composing room, There were 
more than thirty com positors, men and women, 
on the fifth floor. There was no fire escape. 
Dense, black smoke issued from the windows 
in clouds, and by the time the fire departinent 
arrived the top windows were filled with the 
poor, despairing human!beings, who did not 
seem at first to realize their dreadful position. 
The crowd underneath cfied to them to have 
courage, and on no account to try to jump or 
climb down, and they at first seemed vag eee 
to obey, but so slow were the ladders in being 
erected that a panic seized the victims. 

The scene as the people began t ojump or fall 
from the blazing windows was horrible. A 
shriek broke from the crowd as each of the 
victims fell into the street below. There was 
a great clapping of hands when a woman was 
seen slowly descending a ladder. The noise of 
the crowd was hushed asthe wounded were 
carried through toan ambulance. The only 
available means for quenching$the flames was 
an old watering can. There were no force 
pumps or fire buckets of anysort. A large 
canvas sheet was stretched over the sidewalk. 
Three men jumped on this, but broke through 
and fell out on the pavement. A woman also 
felithrough the canvas and landed on the 
sidewalk insensible. 

Mrs. Farley would have been saved if she had 
not become excited and broke away from those 
who were endeavoring to induce ‘her to try an 
avenue of escape which saved several. Joseph 


| H. Landford was standing on the sidewalk at 


the end of the building, furthest from the cor- 
ner of the building, when Mrs. Farley fell. 
He stood his ground and reached out bis arms 
tocatch her. She fell on his neck, bearing 
him to the ground and knocking him sense- 
less. Mrs. Farley was killed instantly. Land- 
ford was not seriously hurt. 

The building belonged to Emerson Wright. 
The Union, editorial and composing rooms 
occupied the entire fifth floor. ‘he counting 
room was on the first floor. The press rooms 
and mailing rooms wereinthe basement. The 
third fioor was occupied by R. H. Smith’s 
rubber stamp Leas ga § On the fouxth floor 
were the Diamond Safety Razor company, and 
H. Appleton’s nickel-plating works. C. T. 
Atwood, printer, occupied the second. The 
entire loss is $40,000.

THE STRIKE EXTENDING. 


Engineers on Other Koads Refuse to Handle 
Burlington Cars. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., March 7,—The Bur- 
lington and Northern strike is on. All the 
brotherhood engineers and firemen left their 
cabs at 10 o’clock. The effect is not yet ob- 
servable, because the road does not send any 
passenger train oat till 4:15 p. m. At that time 
the officials claim that the Chicago and St. 
Louis xpress will start as usual, while the 
brotherhood claim that the road will not be 
able to moye a wheel. The road’s freight bus- 
iness was ¥ large before the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy strike, but it is now noth- 
ing more than local, The strike affects 100 


men. 

Chief Arthur stated unreservedly toan Asso- 
ciated Press representative alee neae today 
that (to use Arthur’s exactness,) there was “‘se- 
rious danger that the strike of the engineers 
and firemen would now spread widely.’ 

“It js impossible to appease our men,” he 
said, “when they know that railroad compa- 
nies all over the country are giving aid to the 
Burlington. We are continually in receipt of 
telegrams showing that the companies are ren- 
dering this assistance, and it is not in my 
power, or the powerof any other man, to re- 
strain them, unless such things are stopped.”’ 

ThésBurlington strike is involving other 
roads@t the stockyards. This morning five 
Lake Shore engineers refused to take a train 
of Burlington cars from Englewood to Six- 
teenth street, declaring they would quit before 
they would haul anything bearing the ‘‘Q”’ 
label. ; The cars consequently remain at Engle- 
wood.; A Wabash switchman refused this 
morning to receive Burlington cars, which 
were brought to the yards at Root street. The 
switchmen employed by the Union stockyards 
and Transit evens which has charge of all 
switching at the yards, also decided today that 
they would handle no Burlington cars. The 
company has as yet taken no action in the 
matter, Twenty-five employes of the “‘Q.’’ at 
the yards, whose business it 1s to care for al! 
stock arriving over the Burlington, were dis- 
charged today, as no stock is arriving, and con-

This in- 
iocmadiiin was obtained this evening on the 
best @f authority and was verified through 
another source. It can also be stated upon au- 
thority that the general meetings of the griev- 
ance éommittces of various roads held today 
were in each case convened for the purpose of 
discussing the advisability of a strike on that 
particular road, and if such a radical step was 
not considered essential, the object was to de- 
cide what measures in lieu thereof should be 
adopted. The sanction of the general execu- 
tive of the brotherhood thus given in advance 
to ithe strike of the men on 
any road, was secretly obtained at the confer- 
ence of the general grievance committee of 
the brotherhood held here Monday. It no 
longer rests with Chief Arthur and Sargent to 
say that men on any road should they strike 
willbe backed up by the brotherhood as a 
whole. Themen onany single railroad sys- 
tem or half dozen systems have it now abso- 
lutely in their power not only to say whether 
they shall strike with the whole might of the 
brotherhood behind them. That the men are 
not disposed to use with undue haste the 
weapons in their grasp may be partly inferred 
from the fact that although several meetings 
were held today, each clothed with complete 
authority to declare a strike 
affecting 2a vast stretch of ter- 
ritory, no such declaration had been made 
up to thisevening. Atleast }two meetings of 
the kd mentioned are known to have been 
held in this city today. Othersare said to 
havetonvened at Rock Island, Omaha and 
K City. 

So far as heard from this morning not a _sin- 
gle road upon which the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy had made the demand to handle 
their freight had responded favorably. The 
Wabash refused point blank. The St. Paul 
declined, and a heavy train, switched onto its 
tracks from the Burlington’s tracks, 
at Western avenue for transportation 
over the Chicago,Milwaukee and St. Paul, was 
hauled back. Other western roads to whom 
the formal request was sent have either re- 
fused or are preparedto reject freight when 
offered. 

‘‘We would rather have a lawsuit than a 
strike,’’ said General Agent W. S. Ninelin, of 
the Minnesota and Northwest roaa, and 
Chicago, St. Paul and Kansas City. 

DENVER, Col., March 7.— The strike on the 
Burlington today threatens to extend to the 
engineers and firemen in the Denver and Rio- 
Grande freight yards.

Germany’s Emperor is Slowly 
Sinking. 


LYING IN A COMATOSE CONDITION 
Bulletins of the Physicians in Attendance— 


The Crown Frince Removed te 
German Territory. 


Berti, March 7.—The emperor slept badly 
the first part of the night. Prince William, 
who has just returned from San Remo, visited 
the emperor and empréss at 11 o'clock this 
morning. 

The conditicn of Emperor William is unsat- 
isfactory. Prince William, Prince Bismarck, 
General Von Moltke and the court physicians 
are present at the palace. Itis reported that 
the closing of the reichstag will be postponed 
in consequence of the condition of the em- 


peror. 

4p.m.—The emperor has suffered a serious 
relapse. He has been ina heavy sleep since 
two o'clock this morning His condition 
causes great anxiety. 

4:30 p. m.—The emperor awoke at 3:30 
o’clock this afternoon, and took some nourish- 
ment, His condition is critical. 

Prince Bismarck left the palace at 3 o’clock, 

7 p. m.—The emperor is dying. 

THE PHYSICIANS’ BUISs_ELIN. 

The Behanzeiger publishes the following 
bulletin, which has been issued by the emper- 
or’s physicians: 

To the general symptoms of cold which have 
affected the emperor since Saturday, together with 
an affection of the mucus membrane of the throat 
and irritation of the membrane of the eyelids, has 
been added during the past few days painful 
abdominal disorder which have occurred frequently 
since yesterday. The em eror’s appetite has 
materlally diminished, owing to which there has 
been a marked decrease in his strength. 

The bundesrath has been summoned for an 
extraordinary sitting tonight. 

10 p. m.--It is still hoped that the emperor, 
notwithstanding his present feebleness, may 
rally. During the afternoon no alarming 
change occurred. The slight nourishment he 
was able to take seemed to revive him. Prince 
William remained at his grandfather’s bedside 
a quarter of an hour. This cvening the first 
story of the palace, where the emperor’s room 
is situated, was all lighted up. A constant 
stream of military menand government ofti- 
cials passed in and out. Tle street in front of 
palace is kept perfectly quiet. 

During the session of the budget committee 
this afterncon, Count Von Sclheilendorf, min- 
ister of war, referring to the emperor's illness, 
said that there was no immediate danger. 

11 p. m.—The doctors are anxious on account 
of the emperor’s rapidly declining strength. 
Last night the emperor had a serious fainting 
fit, the second during his present illness. Af- 
ter midnight he lay in a doze. The doctors 
were unable to wake him to administer food 
until late in the afternoon. Late this evening 
he asked for food, and on partaking of it felt 
refreshed. Members of the ministry and of 
the imperial house were in attendance during 
the night, and the telephone to Potsdam was 
kept open. Itisstated that in addition to 
kidney affections the emperor is also suffering 
from intense pain due to inflammation of 
the parts affected by the rupiure which he 
suffered some time ago. It isas been found 
that morphia, administered to alleviate the 

yain, is too much for his strength, and has a 
bad effect upon his appetite. Injections of the 
drug will, therefore, be discontinued. 

Doctors Von Leur and Luthold did not leave 
the emperor an instant in the palace all day, 
but to the general public little was known un- 
til toward evening. 

Midnight.—There has been no change for the 
worse, but until now the emperor has been un- 
able to sleep again. 

Midnight.—The emperor is no better, and is 
in an almost comatose state. 

THE CROWN PRINCE TO RETURN. 

San Remo, (evening) March 7.—The crowa 
prince has had a good day. . It isexpected that 
in consequence of the illness of the emperor 
he will either return immediately to Berlin, or 
go to some place in Germany, notwithstanding 
the fact that be is as yet unfit fortravel. Dr. 
Bergmann departed tonight. Prince Henry 
starts for Berlin tomorrow. It is reported that

Speeches. 


Paris, March 7.—The chamber of deputies 
today adopted the proposal of the minister of 
war to create five inspectors-general. 

The appeal of M. § Wilson from the sentence 
of the court which condemned him totwo years 
imprisonment, to pay a fine of 3,000 frances and 
to be deprived: of his civil rights for five years, 
will be heard on the 19th instant. 

In the chamber of deputies today M. Floquet 
complained that the speeches were too long, 
and declared that the government would de- 
cline all responsibility if the budget was not 
adopted by the end of the month. Estimates 
for the department of agriculture were passed 
immediately. In the discussion on estimates 
for public worship the government asked for a 
suin equal tothat granted last year, and the 
first clause of the estimates was thereupon 
adopted—333 to 194. 

Large orders to sell international securities 
from foreign bourses caused a general fall on 
Paris bourse. Three per cent rentes for money 
closed fifteen centimes lower and three per 
cent rentes for account, twenty-three centimes 
lower. The Ottoman bank fell one franc 
295 centimes lower; Lombards, two francs, 
fifty centimes; Egyptian Unified, two franc, 
fifty centimes; Spanish, Russian and Hungar- 
ian securities, three-fourths per cent each; 
Suez canal, ten francs, and Kio Tint, twenty- 
two francs. Panama canal shares were bought 
largely, and rose fifteen francs. Bourses of 
Berlin and Vienna were weak and depressed.

Carolina C. Sankey; 16 years of age, contests 
the will of her adopted father, Samuel San- 
key, who disinherited her before his death. 
She was the map: pas of a Pennsylvania 
farmer, and when six years old, her parents 
died. Samuel Sankey, who was eccentric and 
childish, and who was on a visit to his rela- 
tives, was greatly pleased with the child, and 
wanted to adopt her, but the relatives ob- 
jected. 

Then he tried to abduct her, but was caught. 
Finally he secured letters of addption, and 
came out to his home with little Carrie. He 
gave hera good education, but he was ex- 
tremely penvrious, and at last grew so harsh 
in his treatment that Carrie had him arrested 
for beating her. He was convicted and fined 
$40. At this time his wife died, and he 
became still more brutal to Carrie, so that she 
left his house, and went to live with a neigh- 
bor. Sankey then went east and died in [li- 
nois, at the home of his brother. Just prior 
to his death, he made a will, disinheiritin 
Carrie, and in a codicil executed on his deat 
bed, he left $40 to-her to buy a grave stone.

Some of the Brethren Disagree With a Nash< 
ville Pastor. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 7.—[Special.]—

CROPS IN STEWART. 


Decreasing the Acreage and Increasing the 
Compost Heap. 


LumMPxKIN, March 7.—[{Special.]—The far- 
mers of this county seem to have awakened to 
the idea that the less land thev cultivate, and 
the more they fertilize, the more money they 
will realize. All over the county are seen 
large compost heaps, and a good many farmers 
are making at home nearly all the fertilizers 
they expect to use, while the majority are 
hauling out in large quantities the commercial 
guano. which is flooding the whole country. 
Your correspondent has talked to a good many 
planters as to the acerage they expect to plant, 
and the amount of fertilizers they will use, 
and finds a growing disposition to reduce the 
acreage from the ancestral forty acres to the 
mule, to twenty-five and thirty, and to increase 
the guano from one hundred pounds tothe 
acre, to two and three hundred,and some as 
whe as four handred on their entire farm. 
While they may not be able to make it pay for 
the first year or two, yet the general opinion 
seems to be that it will pay in the “long run.” 

Corn is being planted, and the ground put in 
order for the cotton crop. While our people 
have been rather slow in taking hold of the 
idea of terracimg their lands, it seems to be 
growing rapidly now, and lands which have 
about become worthless are now being made 
valuable.

Macon, Ga., March 7.—{Special.}—The edi- 
tors of the People’s Choice are not at presént 
paying any attention whatever to the resolu- 
tion as passed by the Ocmulgee elub, Knights 
of Labor, upon the article published in a late 
édition of their paper relative to the color line 
as drawn at the Academy of Music, during the 
address of General Secretary Litchman. 

From evidence gathered today by a ConsTI- 
TUTION reporter. the matter assumes the fol- 
lowing shape: Upon the ion of 
the notice that General Secretary Litch- 
man «would ‘deliver -an address  be- 
fore the Knights of Labor,here at the Academy 
of Music; a very prominent. member and office- 
holder of the Ocmulgee Knights of Labor club, 
made 4 public forcible statement, in 
which he Sectared that at this address of Hon. 
Litchman the color line would not be drawn, 
and that both colors would mingle together in 
social equality, because this organization did 
not recognize individuals, in regard to their 
color, considering both equal, and, therefore, 
ag 3 te tothe same law, rules and socia- 

ility. 


But the editors of the Choice*while willing 
that this gould be understood openly declared 
that it could not nor would not be; arid fur- 
thermore, the color liné jwould bé drawn 4s 
heretofore by a complete separation of fioors. 
In this they were right, but the linte was in- 
deed narrowed down toa fine point, for the 
colored people up to this period have ‘always 
oobanted’ the top gallery, but on this occasion 
were assigned to the second floor, or balcony. 

The resolutions were given in yesterday's 
CONSTITUTION, and the readers remember that 
they were so constructed as to prevent the col- 
ored peopie from patronizing the ‘People’s 
Choice.” Also that the Knights of Labor 
would not patronize any merchant or any one 
else who would patronize the paper. 

The advertisements in the paper are mostly 
those of white merchants, and the princi al 
subseribers are white people; so the intended 
boycott would not, in any way, hurt the paper ; 
but, if it should, the editors are ready to guard 
the good namie that the paper has won, and its 
able supporters, who esteem its reliable doc- 
trines, are also ready to see that a boycott from 
the hands of the minority will not affect it. 

In the meantime, the Subscriptions are daily 
increasing, and the paper gains two friends to 
one enemy.

Bremonp, Tex., March 4, 1888.—Editors 
Constitution: Being a subscriber to the 
WEEKLY ConstrruTiION, I saw in one 
of the last issues a statement to the effect that 
nearly fifty years agoa man by the name of 
Thomas J. Chambers killed a man

ion is expressed as to whether or not the ver- 
dict is contrary to the evidence, further than 
to say that this appears te be a close case. 

2. While this court will not readily interfere 
with the presiding judge in controlling the 
practice in his court as to the conduct of coun- 
sel and as totheir asking leading questions,

The other day a beautiful woman com- 
mitted suicide in a Chicago hotel.

A separation took place, and the 
husband went to Europe, leaving several 
private detectives to watch his wife, with 
Instructions to secure sufficient evidence to 
enable him to. obtain a divorce. 

The detectives knew that they would be 
well paid if they pleased their master. They 
annoyed the helpless woman in every pos- 
sible way. Slanderous stories were started, 
and every effort was made to bring her into 
compromising situations. Sick at heart, and 
frightened by the persistency of her persecu- 
tors, the victim fled from place to place, 
only to find that she was pursued, and that 
every step she took told against her,  Fi- 
nally, in her despair, shewsought safety and 
rest in death. 

It now turns out that this unfortunate 
was an innocent woman, anda good wife, 
but the opinion is expressed that if she had 
lived, the detectives would have worked up 
a black looking case against her. This pri- 
vate detective business is overworked in 
some parts of the country. A _ detective 
should be an officer of thelaw. It is a dan- 
gerous thing to allow an irresponsible per- 
gon to assume the functions of a policeman, 
selling himself to the highest bidder, and 
doing anything that his employer requires, 
under the pretense that he is serving the 
ends of justice.

Ad6be houses are made of unburnt brick. They 
are in common use in Texas, Mexieo, Central and 
South America. The bricks are made of loamy 


| earth, containing about two-thirds fine saud and 


one-third clayey dust. This mess is mixed with 
water and then pressed into molds of the required 
size. Taken from the molds the adobes are placed 
on edge on the ground and left to barden in the 
sun, Ina few days they are hard, compact bricks, 
without a crack. They ere laid with mud mortar, 
and at the completion of every two feet of the 
structure, an Interval of one week is allowed for 
drying, aud a similar space of time between the 
completion of the walls and the putting on of the 
roof. The housesare usually one story high, and 
the inside is plegiered before the roof is put on. 
The duration of these houses is much gréater than 
wouid be supposed, as there are a numbernow in 
existence which have stood for more than a cen- 
tury.

Very likely this was the best as well as 
most merciful course to take, but what be- 
comes of the well-settled legal principle 
that drunkenness is no excuse for crime 
and that it aggravates the offense? There is 
no way out of it, except to take the position 
that there are exceptions to all general 
rules, and that the Farrell case is one of 
the exceptions, Undoubtedly it would have 
been cruel and unjust, under the circum- 
stances, to pronounce the sentence pre- 
scribed by the law. And yet the precedent 
opens a field for puzzling conjectures and 
speculations.

They Escaped the Danites. 
From the St. Paul Globe. 


The death of Mrs. Briggs is not in itself a 
matter of much public comment, but it brings once 
more to light the story ofa miraculous escape of a 
couple from the notorious Brigham Young and his 
territory in the days when capture meant certain 
death at the hands of the ever watchful and much 
dreaded Danites, who were then inthe full zeiith 
of their power. Then it was that murder was no 
crime in the eyes of the zeaious aposties of Mormon- 
dom, and it needed but a significant nod from some 
chosen leader to send a soul from the narrow con- 
fines of earth. There was no retaliatory vengeance, 
and the story of the escape of Mr. and Mrs. Briggs 
becomes more romantic when the facts in regard to 
the affair become fully known, says the Denver 
News. 

It was just twenty-nine years ago when the couple 
made their first appearance in Denver. They came 
in the usual way in those days—in teams—and their 
story at first was hardly credited. Years before, 
imbued with the Mormon principles, they had gone 
to Utah and became willing subjects to Brigham 
Young, who was atthat time in the height of his 
power. Mr. Briggs became a chosen disciple and 
an elder in the Mormon church, and bid fair to be- 
come a fixture in the territory. But he remained 
true to his first wife, and never would consent to 
avail himselfof the Mormon privileges by increasing 
the number of his ‘‘better-haifs.’’ 

When the trouble between Briggs and the church 
arose is not exactly known, although some say that 
his disinclination to be a much-married man 
aroused the suspicions of his brother elders, who 
seemed to think he was not doing the right thing in 
not practicing what he preached. Another story 
has it that the amorous Brigham Young wasslight- 
ly inclined to fall in love with Mrs. Briggs, and as it 
was a well-known fact that anything the ‘‘old man” 
wanted he was sure to have sooner or later, Brigg 
concluded to shake Utah and the Mormons, and 
thus save his wife from becoming famous, and 
probably. from having her hair pulled by the score 
or more of other Mrs. Youngs. 

Both stories are probable, but which is the strict 
truth isnot known. Suffice it that the Briggs’s ar- 
rived in Denver in the fall of 1858, and Briggs was 
nick-named ‘Governor’ Briggs, after the governor 
of Massachusetts. It was notlong afterward that 
“Governor’ Briggs passed to the home of his fath- 
ers, and left the wife he hadsnatched from Mormon 
hands a widow. 

Mrs. Briggs went into mourning for the good old 
man and was much bereaved at his demise, espec- 
ially after the tronbles they had gone through in the 
wild, woolly west together. Five years ago, how- 
ever, she brightened up, looked young again, and 
astonished her friends by a at the -ripe 
old age ot °O years, a miner by the. nameof O, E.

THE PROHIBITIONISTS DIFFER 


About the Decision of the Supreme Court 
in the Kansas Case. 


A recent article in Tur ConstituTion re- 
garding a general effort on the part of the pro- 
hibitionists all over the United States to test 
the validity of all liquor licenses aroused a 
great deal of interest in the city. 

The article in question stated that this action 
was encouraged by the decision of the supreme 
court of the United States in the Kansas case, 
wherein it is asserted that the at 2 cannot 
barter away the morals and health of 
the republic. - It is hoped by 
the oar oe anggamnto that this can-be interpreted 
to effect the constitutionality of the license 
laws. The result of a test case soon to be tried 
in Indianapolis will be watched with interest 
all over the country. But,however general the 
prohibition movement may be, inquiry yester- 
day failed to show any organized plan of action 
among the prohibitionists in Atlanta. Some 
of the prominent prohibitionists were seen—all 
had read the piece with interest, but it would 
be hard to say just what was tle general im- 
pression produced. 

Mr. Green Dodd was asked if any effort was 
contemplated by the prohibitionists of Atlanta 
by whieh the constitutionality of the license 
laws was to be tested. 

“Not that I know of,’ heanswered. ‘‘I 
read that piece with a great deal of interest, 
and I would be delighted to see the movement 
started here. would contribute $500 
to _help it, I would be giad to 
do — so. I 11 too, that the 
plan is a feasible one. Why, nine-tenths of 
the doctors in Atlanta would sign a certificate 
that the whisky traffic is injurious to the gen- 
eral health, and there is no doubt whatever 
that the public morals are injured. What 
more is needed? Yes, sir, I am ready, anxious, 
and waiting to see the movement start.”’

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THE BILL WAS STOLEN. 


A Desperate Mutilation of the Missisippi 
Legislative Record. 

JACKSON, Miss.,, March 7.—{Special.|—The 
senate and house have not agreed on the ap- 
propriation bills, and a third conference com- 
mittee is now trying to reconcilé the differences. 
The principal hitch is stillover the Chickasaw 
school fund interest, the senate insisting that 
it should be reduced to six per cent, the house 
maintaining that the present eight per cent in- 
terest should not be disturbed. This fund 
amounts to upwards of $850,000. 

The house amends the local option law by 
providing that an election shal] not be held in 
any county that has voted dry until the lapse 
of two years from the time the last license ex- 
pired. The old law provided for an election 
every two years, regardless of the expiration of 
the license. 

About one-third of the bill providing for the 
redistricting and reducing the number of cir- 
cuit judges and chancellors was today stolen 
from the clerk’s desk, emasculating the bill in 
such a mapner as to render it valueless. It 
wasa deliberate theft by some one supposed 
to be unfriendly to the measure, and as theleg- 
islature adjourns tomorrow, it is doubtful if a 
new bill can be passed. Thus far the legisla- 
ture has failed to pass any bill looking to the 
equalizing of taxes. Several have been intro- 
duced and were killed, and this, too, in the 
face of the admitted fact that property was not 
assessed at more than half its real value. 

The bill passed by the house reducing salaries 
of all state ofticials, judges, etc., about 20 per 
ccnt, hag notcome upin the senate, and will 
probably fail to become a law by that body not 
acting on it. 

A bill passed both houses providing that no 
whisky license should be granted in Jackson, 
Hinds county, at less that $1,500. This is a 
dry county now, and this bill will have no 
effect unless it votes wet in the next election. 
If it votes wet the capital city can be said to 
be a high licensed city.

MONTGOMERY. Ala., March 7.—[£ pecial.]— 
The state executive committee of the deino- 
cratic party of Alabama met in this city today 
and the attendance was unusually large. The 
meeting was held in the city council chamber 
and was called to order at 11 o’clock by Colonel 
H.C. Tompkins, chairman. The purpose of 
the meeting was to fix the basis of representa- 
tion from the counties and select the place and 
time for holding the next state convention. 
The basis was fixed at one delegate to every 
three hundred democratic votes cast for gover- 
nor at the last general election, and one for 
every fraction of a hundred and fifty votes and 
over. This basis reduces the representation in 
the state convention one-third. The former 
ratio allowed one delegate to two hundred 
votes. Inthe new basis there will be about 
five hundred and seventy-five delegates in the 
convention. Montgomery was chosen as the 
place for holding the state convention, and the 
committee decided to call the convention to 
meet on the 9th day of May. Dr. J. M. Brand 
was elected a member of the committee to fill 
the vacancy caused by the death of Hon. J.N.

NEW YORK, March 7— Hubbard, Price & Co., 
in their circular today, say: The result of the dav’s 
session has not contributed toward a steadier feel 
ing or higher prices. The opening report from Liy- 
erpool showed a lack of strength, in consequence of 
unfavorable political rumors and the announcement 
of some important failures on the Continent. At 
the opening this market was sustained by the exe- 
cution of some large buying orders, but it soon com- 
menced to sag and broke rapidiy under the an- 
noancement of another failure among the traders 
bere, and tke close was at the lowest of the day, 
while the undertone showed considerable uneasi- 
ness. Receipts continue relatively full, but thig fea- 
ture is, at the moment without any practical bear- 
ing upon the course of speculation, and operators 
are awaiting the outcome of the recent large ligui- 
dation, which, it is feared, was more disastrous in 
its consequences than was at first apparent. On 
the other hand, there is great confidence felt on the 
value of cotton by people not of the usual specula- 
tive element, and we believe that at these prices 
certificates are being largely absorbed by those who 
are likely to prove tenacious holders of them. 


MANCHESTER, March 7.—The Guardian says: 
Tuesday’s business was unusually light. Prices 
were occasionally irregular. The prevailing tone 
was steady. Sellers for the most part were not in- 
clined to press sales. Eastern trade was very much 
hampered by the recent fall in exchange and the 
difficulty of raising prices in India and far east to 
compensate. Oiders for minor foreign markets are 
not plentiful, Buying for Italy has ceased, owing 
to the enforcement of a general tariff on March 1st 
and trade with the United States is temporarily 
checked in consequence of a possible reduction in 
import duties.

"CUTTING IT DOWN. 


‘The County Commissioners Re- 


- duce the License $1,000. 


Mr. Collins Tries toe Cut it Down to #500 
and Faile—Mr, Kiser Carries His 
, Point—Other Matters. 


The most ‘important thing done. by the 
county commissioners at their regular meeting 
erday morning was the reduction’ of the 
license from $1,600 to 


$1,000... 


After some uninteresting routine business 
‘peen discharged, Mr. vim Collins re- 
marked that before the board adjourned he 
wished to make a proposition, which, he 
rusted, would meet with no opposition. He 
ynoved that the wholesale liquor license be 
yeduced to $500. 

“Gentlemen,”’ said he, ‘‘this is a reasonable 
figure; it’s rather a high license than other- 
wise, and I hope you will conseht to have it 
made $500 from this date.’’ 

Dr. Wilson promptly seconded the motion, 
saying: ‘Gentlemen, { think Mr. Collins is 
perfectly right. The present license is de- 
eldedly too high, and the proposed figure will 
be just about the thing. J agree with Mr. Col- 
line that it is a high license.” 

Colonel George W. Adair said that he did 
not favor the proposition. ‘It'S a pretty steep 
cut Mr. Collins proposes. I see no good reason 
why so great a reduction should be made.”’ | 

Mr. Hunnicutt was favorably impressed with 
the proposition. Said he: ‘I can giveat least 
one good reason why the license should be re- 
duced, ard it is that dealers who are now sell- 
ing whisky without any license at all, might 
come in, if the license were made $500, and 
take outone. Besides, it has been shown that 
the idea of a sixteen hundred dollar license is 
not a popular one.”’
